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KAISER FUTURE 
IS DEPICTED iN 
LIONS’ ADDRESS 


“This is not a war baby, but it 
is something that will continue in- 
definitely and every small com- 
munity in this area will have the 
opportunity to develop and to ex- 
pand,” declared R. W. Stules of 
the Kaiser Co., in speaking at the 
meeting of the Upland Lions club 
in the Upland Woman’s club house 
at noon yesterday. 

An executive in the steel plate 
mill division, Mr. Stules inform- 
ally talked about the future of 
the new Steel industry, the possi- 
bilities for development, and about 
the actual production of the metal. 
‘He said the steel plate mill will 
begin actual production about Au- 
gust 15. 

“Men who will be coming here 
to work in the steel plate division 
will be paid in the higher brack- 
ets,” he said, explaining that “roll- 
ers” will average $30 a day. 
NEW FACTORIES FORECAST 

As to the future, he expressed 
the belief that countless number 
of factories would be located in 
the vicinity after the war “be- 
cause they will be able to obtain 
steel here’. He reported that a 
representative of a large mail or- 
der company was at the Kaiser 
plant recently to obtain informa- 
tion about the supply of steel for 
the manufacture of washing ma- 
chines and refrigerators. 

Indicative of the activity at the 
steel plant, the speaker reported 
that approximately 2,200 tons of 
coal are used every day and that 
2,600 railway cars entered the 
plant last month to deliver sup- 
plies and to haul away products. 
Approximately 700,000 tons of 
steel a year will be produced by 
the plant, according to the speak- 
er. 





As to the supply of ore in the 
southland, Mr. Stules said a 20- 
year reserve had already been ob- 
tained by the Kaiser company and 
he expressed confidence addition- 
al mining property was available 
to keep the mill going for many 
more years.

Peach harvest means more than 
just a tabulation of net profits or 
losses for the Chaffey school sys- 
tem. In addition to the financial 
record, the harvest means a close 
observation of the production of ' 
the four major varieties and the 
approximately 100 other experi- 
mental varieties. 

Peach harvesting is rapidly pro- 
gressing on the Chaffey tract, 35 
acres of which are set out to Bab- 
cock peaches. Also on a commer- 
cial basis are these varieties: Wel- 
don, Chaffey and Fontana. 

“We are more interested in 
quality than quantity this year,” 
said George P. Weldon, head of 
the experimental plot, today. 
“Nevertheless, we are getting a 
§00d production and the financial 
returns that have been received 
indicate a successful year.” 

When Babcock harvest is over, 
pickers will start in on the other 
varieties. The 100 experimental 
varieties are not set out on a 
commercial basis. 

Fruit from these special var- 
ieties will be offered for sale to 
the public at the picking head- 
quarters on Sixth street a short 
distance east of Campus avenue, 
Mr. Weldon said, inviting Upland- 
ers to observe the experimental 
fruit and to obtain their supply 
of peaches.
